Sierra Madre’s 1949 Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross Swim Campaign 
ended Saturday, Sept. 10, with 
a total of 134 swimming cer¬ 
tificates being awarded, Flor¬ 
ence Peterson announced last 
week. 

The local Red Cross Execu¬ 
tive Secretary disclosed that 
this year’s drive was highly 
successful with 277 registra¬ 
tions recorded for the two ses¬ 
sions. Fifty of this number, 
however, were enrolled in both 
sessions, bringing the actual 
individual count down to 177, 
she explained. 

During the 1948 swimming 
classes, 158 persons registered 
for the two classes, with 126 
certificates issued.

Audrey Smith, 130 children and 
adults attended the first class, 
Aug. 8 to Aug. 24; and 97, of 
which 50 were re-enrollments, 
attended the second course, 
Aug. 25 to Sept. 10.

They met at the City Hall Monday night with Louis H. Boyar, 
vice president of the Junior 
Realty Company which, through 
the Aetna Construction Com¬ 
pany, will develop this 204- 
acre tract. 

Besides the Councilmen, 

School Trustees E. Waldo Ward, 

Mrs. Edith Dane and Howell 
White, Jr.; Planning Commis¬ 
sioners Bayard Bigelow, Harry 
Johnson and W. W. Gilder- 
sleeve, as members of the Com¬ 
mission’s subdivision commit¬ 
tee, and A. E. Morgan and 
Noren Eaton, representing the 
Chamber, were present. 

Following the meeting, Boy¬ 
ar reiterated to the NEWS the 
following statements which 
were made to the group: 

1. Water: "I have assured my¬ 
self that there is water for this 
tract. There is water available 
whether I go into Sierra Ma¬ 
dre or not. I wouldn't want to 
come in if there were no 
water." 

2. City Bonds: “We will ac¬ 
cept our share of the bonded

indebtedness of the city. No 
person living here (in the Up¬ 
per Hastings) has the right to 
enjoy benefits being paid for 
by others without assuming a 
just share of the cost. 

"No subdivider with any vis¬ 
ion would care to join a city 
without such an understand¬ 
ing. (As for the proposed swim¬ 
ming pool to be voted on Oc¬ 
tober 18:) Yes, if it passes, we 
will join in the cost.” 

3. Water Mains: "Cost of 
water mains in the streets of 
the tract we put in at our ex¬ 
pense." 

4. Schools: “We don’t expect 
the school board to pay one 
cent of overhead or profit (in 
acquiring land for a school 
site). We picked the most level 
site for a school to keep school 
construction costs down. 

"Average cost of the land to 
us was $4500 an acre. The low¬ 
est—$2800 an acre. We would¬ 
n’t charge the board more than 
our minimum cost—which is 
much less than any other land 
the board could buy.” 

5. Setbacks and planning: "I 
prefer a variation in a front 
setback, but it isn't important 
if the cHy wants a straight 
line. But it results in sterotype. 

"For good planning—and aU 
up to date planning commis¬ 
sions are going along—the stag¬ 
gered setback is recommended. 
Say, with a 20-foot minimum 
and a 25-foot maximum which 
gives the effect of a curve on 
a straight street and gives a 
curve within a curve on a 
curved street." 

6. Streets and other improve¬ 
ments: “We have agreed to 
meet all city specifications.” 

7. G. I. Buyers: “Total cost 
of this land is so expensive 
that the average G. I.—and I 
say AVERAGE G. I.—could not 
-Turn to Page 10 


KIWANIANS ELECT 


Francis Eakman, sponsor of 
the money-raising campaign to 
buy new furniture for the Fire¬ 
men’s City Hall Clubroom, this 
week expressed disappointment 
that more contributions had 
not been received. 

“People don’t seem to realize 
two things,” Eakman said. 
“First, they don’t fully appre¬ 
ciate what a benefit they re¬ 
ceive from the 24-hour vigi¬ 
lance of our unpaid volunteer 
firemen. 

“Secon d,” he continued, 
“most of our citizens do not 
understand how badly the fire¬ 
men need new furniture to 
make their clubroom a little 
more ‘livable’.” 

Eakman denounced present 
broken, worn out, and pitifully 
inadequate furniture as “a dis¬ 
grace to Sierra Madre.” 

“We should be ashamed that 
enough money has not been 
obtained after four weeks of 
campaigning to pay for this 
very small indication of our 
gratitude.” 

He explained that if 600 per¬ 
sons would contribute 50 cents 
each, the goal of $500 could 
be reached immediately. As of 
this week, Eakman has collect¬ 
ed $211 of the necessary 
money. 

Eakman said he will con¬ 
tinue his solicitation work this 
week, and also asked that con¬ 
tributions be turned in at the 
NEWS office.

The mortality rate on deer 
that happen to stroll across 
Sierra Madre boulevard — al¬ 
ready high—took another jump 
last week. 

Arthur Puy, 2472 E. Chevy 
Chase, Glendale, informed city 
police officers that a deer had 
been struck and killed by a 
passing motorist on the boule¬ 
vard between Michillinda and 
Sierra Madre Villa.

Mrs. Wandalee Thompson has another mountain-climbing vic¬ 
tory to her credit. 

The prominent Sierra Madre adventuress last week became 
one of an estimated only 50 persons to conquer Mount San Jacin¬ 
to by way of the northern face. 

Mount San Jacinto has the 
distinction of being the steep¬ 
est mountain for its height on 
the continent. The summit is 
10,805 feet; the elevation at 
Palm Springs is 455 feet. There 
are nearly two miles of verti- 
cality to overcome, therefore, 
if a hiker attempts the sum¬ 
mit from the east side, and 
nearly that distance from the 
northern side. 

Although the eastern face of 
the mountain may be success¬ 
fully negotiated by even “com¬ 
paratively inexperienced hik¬ 
ers,” to the ardent mountain 
climber, the trailless northern 
face holds a great fascination 
as a route of ascent, because 
it is such challenge to his abil¬ 
ity. 

It was in answer to this 
challenge that Mrs. Thompson, 
who lives at 289 San Gabriel 
Court, said she joined Dr. Ern¬ 
est Bower of Altadena last Sat¬ 
urday to attempt the northern 
climb. 

The tiny Mrs. Thompson and 
Dr. Bower accordingly began 
the climb at 5:20 a. m. from 
the Palm Springs Water Intake 
at the mouth of Snow Creek. 

They reached the summit after 
9 hours and 10 minutes of ac¬ 
tual climbing and 10 hours 
total time. During these hours, 
a gain of 9000 feet elevation 
was accomplished in a dis¬ 
tance of between 4 or 5 miles. 

Mrs. Thompson said this 
time broke all previous records 
of ascents made by Dr. Bower. 

“From my own experiences 
of mountain climbing, I regard 
it as the most interesting, spec¬ 
tacular, and the most difficult 
climb I’ve ever made, includ¬ 
ing Sierra ascents of 14,000 foot 
peaks,” Mrs. Thompson said. 

“But in spite of the sustain¬ 
ed, difficult climbing, one is 
fully aware and appreciative 


of the beauty and inspiring 
views which are constantly pre¬ 
sented. 

After spending an hour and 
a half at the summit, which 
was reached shortly after 3 
p. m., the two mountain climb¬ 
ers began the 5500 foot, 8 mile 
descent. 

At 8:20 p. m., they reached 
Fern Valley after a day which 
Mrs. Thompson conservatively 
describes as a “very full 15- 
hour day, a most satisfying at¬ 
tainment, and a wonderful 
climb.”

about the world’s great books 
is an exciting experience with¬ 
in the reach of everyone, re¬ 
gardless of past training and 
formal education.

Sierra Madreans may rest assured that they are being 
represented. 

Owners of the Stoddart and Guthrie Seaside Gasoline Station 
and Garage own and maintain two racing cars which appear 
four nights each week at South 
em California tracks. 

They are Bill Stoddart and 
Clyde Guthrie, who, with Tom 
Bigelow and driver Bob Stan- 
clift, enter one of their stock 
Model B. Fords in races at Bal¬ 
boa Park on Fridays, Culver City 
on S at u r d a ys, Huntington 
Beach on Sunday afternoons, 
and at Carpenteria on Mon¬ 
days. 

And their entries are paying 
off. The two cars have won 
several trophies and cash 
awards, and the newest coupe 
—first put into action one 
month ago—ran off with the 
main event and trophy race in 
Its ini(ial appearance. Money 
prizes are based on a percent¬ 
age of the gate receipts. 

Sponsored by the recent Iy- 
organized California Jalopy As¬ 
sociation, the races are limited 
to "stock cars”—that is, cars 
using only factory parts and 
not hopped up.. 

At the completion of races, 
the first three winners are in¬ 
spected by track officials to 
make certain that only stock 
equipment has been used. The 
ancient Fords are permitted the 
hauled and checked to guaran¬ 
tee maximum efficiency and 


assistance of V-8 engines, how¬ 
ever. 

To all outward appearances, 
the racing autos look just like 
any high school kid’s pride and 
joy. There are no windshields, 
however, and the cars are com¬ 
pletely “cut-down.” 

During the race, drivers, 
wearing crash helmets and 
goggles, are strapped into their 
seats with standard aviation 
safety belts. To gain maximum 
performance, the cars are lock¬ 
ed in second gear. 

Driver Stanclift, who recent¬ 
ly moved to Sierra Madre and 
is now living on Audubon Way, 
stated that the cars usually 
average around 60 to 65 miles 
per hour during competition. 

After each race, the auto¬ 
mobiles are completely over¬ 
hauled end checked to guar¬ 
antee maximum efficiency and 
safety. According to Mechanic 
Bigelow, tires wear fairly well 
on the dirt tracks. Rear tires on 
the jalopies are grooved slight¬ 
ly to permit better traction. 

Bigelow estimates that there 
are now 50 stock cars compet¬ 
ing weekly in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia racing.

This week’s loop tour through the upper San 
Luis Obispo County is a natural for motorists 
seeking to observe some of California’s richest 
agricultural and cattle country. The trip, as 
outlined on the map, is a delightful six-hour 
journey, which allows ample opportunity for 
one to stop and visit a few of the historically- 
important points of interest along the course. 

1. San Luis Obispo, incorporated in 1856, is the 
county seat. This town grew up around Mission San 
Luis Obispo de Tolosa... 

2. Atascadero, rimmed by a semi-circle of wooded 
hills, was conceived in 1913 as a model community, 
designed on paper to conform to uniform architec¬ 
tural standards and laid out on a scale large enough 
to accommodate a metropolis. Following the failure 
of this enterprise, the town eventually found salva¬ 
tion in its chicken and turkey raising. Lower photo 
shows nearby Atascadero Lake ... 

3. The rolling hills around Paso Robles are still 
dotted with the great spreading oaks that led early 
Spanish explorers to name the place El Paso de los 
Robles. However, its almond trees are now more 
famous, for the town is surrounded by large almond 
Acreages. Long noted for its hot springs, Paso Robles 
boasts of a Municipal Bath House, which is built 
over the main sulphur spring ... 

4. Of all the California missions, the church at 
Mission San Miguel is probably the most unspoiled 
and many of the original interior decorations of 
early Indian artists still are clearly visible (center

photo). Indian relics and implements are displayed 
in the adjoining quarters ... 

5. Top photo shows typical scene along the stretch 
between San Miguel and Pozo, which is principally 
cattle country. In the southwestern part of Carrizo 
Plain rises a lonely sandstone butte known as 
Painted Rock. Along the walls are a number of 
crude aboriginal paintings in bright colors, repre¬ 
senting men, birds, suns and other undecipherable 
figures. This place is believed to have been an 
ancient temple... 

6. Watch out for the sharp hairpin turns as the 
course twists Up the wild, wooded slopes of the La 
Panza Range. South of Santa Margarita is the Cuesta 
Pass over which John C. Fremont led his small army 
in 1848 to attack the town of San Luis Obispo.

buy these homes. The average 
G. I. now wants homes of about 
800 square feet” 

8. House sizes: “Generally 
speaking, it looks as though 
houses of about 1000 square 
feet will be built. Without a 
survey I would put it at about 
1200 feet to a house. 

“But this is a $9,000,000 proj¬ 
ect—and you can’t start a $9,- 
000,000 business without a sur¬ 
vey. 

“The survey itself will cost 
from $50,000 to $75,000 and take 
a month to complete. It will 
determine what people of this 
area want, what they will buy 
and what they will pay. 

"I will follow what the sur¬ 
vey shows—but I will follow 
cautiously and be prepared to 
change. Surveys can be and 
often are wrong. 

“After a tract is started we 
can tell for sure. We started 
homes of 900 square feet at 
Alhambra. We built 25 and 
found that we were wrong. We 
boosted the size to 1100 square 
feet—and they all sold. At En- 
cino we had to build 800 feet. 
And it’s our fastest selling 
tract.” 

9. Street direction: "We will 
run the streets east and west 
If that is what the city wants. 
Tha is what we preferred and 
what the architects drew up. 
The engineers, however, rec¬ 
ommended north and south 
streets." 

10. Lot sizes: “We believe in 
small lots. People cannot main¬ 
tain large lots and the trend 
is away from them. The back 
ends of long lots usually are 
unkept and overgrown with 
weeds. People put up fences to 
hide them. You’ve got hun¬ 
dreds of 60-foot lots in this 
city and you also have enough 
one and two acre lots to care 
for our time and our children’s. 
Lots of 6000 and 6500 feet are 
considered a v e r a g e—7500 is 
above average.” 

11. Lower Hastings: “Develop¬ 
ers of the Lower Hastings tried 
building big houses, but, un¬ 
doubtedly, smaller houses will 
sell better. We must build what 
people want.”
